Port Hood: Take Route 19 from the Canso Causeway for 
approximately 46 kilometres. At the Port Hood corner make a left 
turn and travel approximately 400 metres, turn left again. This 
road will take you directly to the supervised section of the Port 
Hood Beach. P 


Inverness: Seventy-nine kilometres east of the Canso Causeway 
on Route 19 is the village of Inverness. Just beyond the Highland 
Restaurant, on your right, is a gravel road to your left. This road 
will take you directly to the supervised section of the Inverness 
Beach. 


Louisbourg — Fortress Louisbourg National Historic Park. 
This is Canada’s largest historic reconstruction project, and 
involves restoration of about one fifth of the Fortress and old 
town enclosed by the defenses. Within this area all the buildings, 
yards, gardens and streets are being recreated to the 1740s. The 
major building of this once great 18th century French fortress, the 
massive King's Bastion, is completely restored and refurnished. 
Staff within the Fortress perform their daily activities in period 
clothing. A reception centre, Museum and exhibition pavilions are 
located throughout the park.
